Curtis, editor of Lehigh University 
Publications, in Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, all of Mrs. Gallup's material 
of the nature of that referred above. Mr. Curtis died a couple of years 
ago and the material is now in the possession of his widow.

Curtis ha® ulterior motives in 
her behavior but I would not be astonished if it is related to a decision 
on the part of her son to do some writing on the subject of his father's 
study of the papers, and thus capitalise on Mrs. Gallo's work on the 
biliteral cipher himself . 

X would appreciate hearing from you soon on this subject and thank 
you again for your kindness in sending me so pronely the authorisation 
X sought in re the Riverbahk Publications.
